The applicant added these 
phrases "displayed on a screen", "inside of, "but outside of the object picture embedded in the markup picture and any other object 
picture, to inside of; Therefore, the new limitations added would require further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: * The WML content applied by Herigstad and 
cited by the Examiner (paragraph [0040], figure 8, labels 160 and 162 as a deck which is a logical collection of WML cards in which object 
pictures are embedded in the markup picture of a markup document) corresponds to the object picture of the present claim embedded in a 
markup picture of a markup document". To clarity it is clearly taught that the WML card is an object picture and an instance of the entire 
markup picture and/or document as showing in paragraphs [0040]-[0041]. This will clarify the teachings of Herigstad by showing just a 
portion (card) can be displayed without the need for showing the whole document or markup picture. Furthermore, it clearly shows and 
object program (application) that requires cards and decks to run as stated in paragraph [0041]. 

* Herigstad and XU directly teach "transmitting a message for moving a focus on one of the object picture input items to one of the 
markup picture input items in response to the message (col. 14, lines 33-41; fig. 5A, labels 500A, 510A and 580A), which clearly shows a 
message is sent to transfer the focus from one input item to another input item.
